CHAPTER 51. 

AN ACT to create section 40.75 of the statutes, relating to Colum-
bus Day.

40.75 The twelfth day of October is "Columbus Day", and 
when it does not fall upon a school day, the school day nearest 
such date shall be Columbus Day.

CHAPTER 52. 

AN ACT to amend subsection (1) of section 94.07 of the stat- 
utes, relating to the testing of cattle for tuberculosis. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection (1) of section 94.07 of the statutes is 

amended to read : (94.07) (1) Whenever petitions signed by 
* * * more than fifty per cent * • * of the cattle own-
ers, as disclosed by the last assessment rolls of the several taxing 
districts therein, who reside in any county, shall be presented to 
the department of agriculture, asking that all cattle within such 
county be tested for tuberculosis, said department is hereby 
authorized to make such test without expense to the owners, to 
the extent of the funds provided therefor. The commissioner of 
agriculture shall fix a time when and place where said petitions 
and any objection thereto will be heard by the state live stock 
sanitary board, and notice of said hearing shall be published in 
at least one paper published in such county, not less than ten days 
before the time set for such hearing. At the time and place fixed 
for such hearing, the board shall examine and consider said pe-
